ASSURES BARRA TROOPES 
SENT FOR MANEUVERS. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—What- 
ever delicacy may have existed in the 
relations between the United States 
and Mexico concerning the mobilization 
of 20,000 American troops near the Mex- 
jean. frontier, were swept away, it ts 
believed, by the heart-to-heart talk be- 
tween President Taft and the Mexican 
Ambassador Senor De La Barra, at the 
White House today.

Ambassador De ia Barra went away

The President told the Ambasador 
that the latter could alloy any miscon- 
ception in his country over the move- 
ment of troops, ith the assurance 
that the soldiers Were sent to Texas 
for maneuvers, for the enforcement of 
the neutrality laws. 

It is believed the Mexican Ambassa- 
dar was informed that as soon as the 
maneuvers have then completed the 
troops will be recalled in sections, 
within the next four or five weeks.

BDUCATIONAL NOTES. _ 


The fifth annual report of the Carnegie 
Foundation’ for the Advancement of Teach-
